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Dewey exhibit is this evening

“Alfred James Dewey Retrospective Exhibit,” 
sponsored by the Sierra Madre Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, in cooperation with Sullivan - Goss Gallery 
and Lloyds Bank, will take place tonight at a 
mixer hosted by Lloyds Bank, 5 - 7:30 p.m. 

Paintings exhibited are representative of 
Dewey’s many years in Sierra Madre, depicting 
such scenes as the “Wistaria Vine,” “Lucky Bald¬ 
win’s Estate” and the “Canyon Store.” Other sub¬ 
jects include a 1930s scene of Laguna Beach, 
several of the Kern River and a magnificent workers’ 
study entitlecU*‘Fish Harbor.” 

What is so wonderful about this exhibit is that 
it brings together so many of Dewey’s paintings, 
allowing for a good assessment of the artist’s 
work, and an understanding of Dewey’s place in 
20tlt century American art. 

Trained in the tradition of the New York 
Scene illustrator, Dewey attended the Art Students 
League studying with noted artist Howard Pyle. 
This is the era of Edward Hooper, John Sloan, and 
Robert Henri, an exciting and important time for 
American art, when modern “conveniences” such 
as telephone wires and automobiles appear on the 
horizon. 


Dewey’s realism and social commentary seen 
in such works as “Telephone Wires — Union Sta¬ 
tion” are reminiscent of New York scene paintings. 

After coming to Sierra Madre in the early 
1920s Dewey began painting California landscapes. 
He is among the “Plein Aire” or open air painters 
who worked outdoors in the Impressionistic style. 
Dewey’s works from this period such as “View 
from the Arroyo” 1937, are nothing short of 
breathtaking. 

Also representative of 20th Century American 
Art was Dewey’s experimentative approach. In 1930 
he developed a new method of painting in trans¬ 
parent oil using pure color on a prepared ground 
of white without mixing white in the color itself. 
For this work Dewey needed new tools and he made 
his own brushes of rubber and leather. 

An important aspect of the “Alfred James 
Dewey Retrospective Exhibit” is that it gives us 
first-hand information about the artist from people 
who knew him, providing documentation for the 
new generation. 

Please plan to attend this important exhibition 
at Lloyds Bank this evening. Dewey’s works will 
be on display through Mar. 9, at Sullivan-Goss 
Gallerv and Llovds Bank.

The Planning Commission has wisely pro¬ 
posed the appointment of an architectural 
review board to oversee the type of homes to 
be built. However, I feel that these five homes 
are so out of sync with the area that the 
damage has already been done.

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The way of 
the cross

The Lenten Pilgrimage is a difficult 
one. It symbolizes the days of fasting and 
prayer in the wilderness for Jesus. We are 
reminded of His temptations to be a 
manipulator, a demonstrator of power. 
These He rejected and set His face and 
His life toward Jerusalem and the Cross. 

For those who would seek to be His 
modern-day disciples, these words and 
these directions are difficult to accept and 
to integrate into daily life. 

At the heart of Jesus’ word is His 
statement: “Whoever loses his life . . . 
will save it.” That’s hard to accept! All 
of what surrounds us, tells about “keep¬ 
ing life.” 

We spend large sums of money per¬ 
sonally to protect life, to make it more 
comfortable, to make it last longer. Then 
Jesus comes along and tells us that when 
we lose life, we keep it. How ironic! 

Jesus told His disciples that His way 
was the way of the Cross — they, like 
us, couldn’t believe what they were hear¬ 
ing. They, like us, lived in a world that 
sought to protect and keep life. They, 
like us, did not want to face the hard 
realities of life — they, like us, would 
have liked to buy life at a bargain-counter 
or an easy-payment plan. 

Jesus said that He must “endure great 
suffering, be rejected by the elders . . . 
be killed.” 

We see it in the life of Bishop Tutu 
in South Africa. We see it in the lives 
of those indicted for providing “sanctuary” 
for political and religious refugees from 
Central America. We see it in the lives of 
those who must make difficult and de¬ 
manding personal decisions which affect 
employment, family life and the steward¬ 
ship of their resources. 

Lent brings into bold relief the dif¬ 
ficult words of Jesus that call us to live 
in a different way than what we see 
all about us. We can’t play it safe, if we 
are to follow Jesus. 

Our response to His words, “Whoever 
loses his life . . . will save it,” will 
determine, in large measure, our under¬ 
standing of Him and our acceptance of 
His way.

Hot meals are 
available to 
older residents 

More than one option for hot meals is available 
to Sierra Madre’s older or frail residents who 
cannot cook for themselves or want to make a 
social event of mealtime. 

“Meals On Wheels” may be ordered by per¬ 
sons who are too elderly, ill, frail or disabled 
to do their own cooking. The meals are pre¬ 
pared at Sierra Madre Community Health Center 
and are delivered to the home Mondays through 
Fridays by volunteer drivers. Clients pay $3.25 
per day for the meals, which include a hot noon 
tray, a sack lunch and a beverage. 

While most clients sign up on a long-term 
basis, it is possible for post-hospital patients to 
order the meals for a shorter length of time to 
help smooth their period of convalescence. 

To apply for Meals on Wheels, prospective 
clients or their family members should call Irene 
Tornheim, Senior Citizen Center coordinator, 355- 
7135, ext. 58. 

Another option for senior citizens is to attend 
the SNAP program at the Senior Citizen Center, 
located in Memorial Park. Meals are served Mon¬ 
days and Thursdays at noon and include an entree, 
vegetables, beverage and dessert. The program is 
coordinated through the Senior Nutrition and Ac¬ 
tivities Program (SNAP), a federally-funded pro¬ 
ject. 

Reservations are requested and may be made 
by calling Tornheim at the above number. Seniors 
are asked to donate $1.25 in envelopes placed at 
each plate, but if they are not able to, it is not 
mandatory. Volunteers to assist with the serving are 
always needed and they too, may call Tornheim. 

About 50 people attend most SNAP meals, 
making it a social event providing nourishment 
for the spirit as well as for the body. 

Persons without transportation can call 
SMART, the taxi cab service which serves local 
residents. Vouchers should be obtained beforehand 
through City Hall (355-7135). The taxi service then 
costs only 25 cents one way for seniors (or 50 
cents one way for others). 

SMART is the acronym for Sierra Madre 
Augmented and Restricted Transportation program 
which uses Los Angeles County Prop. A funds 
to subsidize local public transportation. 

Meals on Wheels, the SNAP meals and the 
SMART system have been brought to the com¬ 
munity through the sponsorship, planning and co¬ 
ordination of the Sierra Madre Commission on 
the Aging, Inc. 

The commission meets the first Thursday ol 
each month at 3 p.m. in the council chambers at 
the city hall. The public is invited to attend.

CHEWY FIG OATMEAL COOKIES 

12 dried Calimyrna figs 

1 C (2 sticks) butter or margarine 

2 C granulated sugar 

2 eggs 

2 tsp. vanilla 

2 C all-purpose flour 

2 tsp. cinnamon 

1 Vi tsp. baking powder 

2 C quick cooking rolled oats 
1 C semi-sweet chocolate pieces (6 oz.) 
Cut stems from figs and discard. Chop 
figs to make one cup. Set aside. Cream to¬ 
gether butter and sugar. Add eggs and vanilla 
and beat well. Combine flour, cinnamon and 
baking powder; gradually add to creamed mix¬ 
ture. Stir in oats, figs and chocolate pieces. 
Mix well as dough is very stiff. Drop by 
teaspoonfuls on ungreased cookie sheet, or di¬ 
vide dough in half and spread each half in a 
greased 8-inch square pan. Bake in 350 /■ 
oven. For the drop cookies, bake 15 minutes; 
for the bar cookies, bake 30 minutes. Yields 
6 to 7 dozen drop cookies or 64 bar cookies, 
1 by 2 inches each.

freeway”) has been well-discussed at the com¬ 
mission hearings going on since last fall. Police 
say the speed limit cannot be enforced and 
adding more stop signs may only compound 
the problem. 

Sierra Madre now is so much more crowd¬ 
ed. Everywhere you go here, the increased 
crush of people is evident and traffic Lin 
Sierra Madre Blvd., even during the day, is 
so much worse. So, where is Sierra Madre 
headed and what are we trying to save? 

Also, what of future development? 
Available land in Sierra Madre is limited. 
But there are still a number of good-sized 
properties that could, in the not too distant 
future, be placed on the market as owners 
move away or pass away. 

To allow the kind of development being 
proposed here makes it most attractive for the 
seller of land to ask a huge price. Economical¬ 
ly then, the buyer has to get a return on his 
investment with this type of heavy develop¬ 
ment. Do we then wake up one day and 
find we are wall-to-wall people and wall-to- 
wall buildings? 

The Planning Commission tries to do 
what is best for the city, but they are guided 
by the rules. If this development can be 
allowed, then it is time to study and up¬ 
date the rules for land development here. Even 
single lots are having two homes built on 
them. 

My concern is also with this developer. 
At these Planning Commission meetings, I get 
the feeling he tells us anything he thinks w'e 
want to hear. But once he has the go ahead, 
what recourse do we have? 

Suppose what he has done on the cul de 
sac is not entirely legal or done without the 
proper variances? What do we do then — 
shoot the developer or destroy the houses? 

We have very little left here from early 
Sierra Madre, so I would like to see the two 
significant historic buildings on this Jameson 
properly saved. Reluctantly, the developer says 
he will save them. But suppose they accidently 
get in the way of a bulldozer and this bit 
of history hits the dust? What then? 

These same questions can be applied to 
the trees on the property, another subject 
well discussed at the meetings. Rittenhouse 
first brought it up b> saying he would not cut 
down any trees and if necessary, he would 
move trees. Please note, that no trees were 
saved as he said he would on the cul de 
sac. But move mature trees? . . . especially 
a mature oak tree with its type of root 
system? Perhaps we are just discussing moving 
trees and survival. Well, that is another sub¬ 
ject . Discuss this with professionals. Their 
advice and Mr. Rittenhouse’s opinion seem to 
differ. 

On Grand View, as part of this proposed 
development, there is a lovely oak grove. How 
sad it this pristine area would disapear so 
a house could be built. To save that area 
is one of my major concerns. 

Such a development also places a greater 
burden on our city services, our fire and police 
departments, more sewage problems, drain¬ 
age, etc. liven additional parking needed when 
people entertain, for example, poses another 
problem. 

Please plan to attend this next Planning 
Commission meeting — Mar. 21. You have no 
idea what a difference can be made by your 
attendance! Help keep Sierra Madre the very 
special place that it is. Apathy will not do it.
